CONSTABLE ATTACKED. 


- Sequel to an Arrest. 


A Chinese constable, .who 
arrested’a young boy some days 
ago for hawking flowers was set 
upon ‘yesterday by two Chinese 
who accosted him in Belcher’s 
Street and enquired of him: “Are 
you the head watch dog?

A European Sergeant, 
who was in the vicinity of the in- 
cident, hearing a faint sound of 
police whistlés hurried to the spot, 
where he found one of the dofend- 
ants seizing the constable by the 
throat and. almost strangling 
him. But for the timely 
arrival of the European the 
Chinese constable would have 
been done to death. The con- 
stable’s clothes were badly, torn. 
The two men were charged be- 
fore’ Mr. Lindsell at the Magis- 
tracy this morning. i 


The first defendant denied tho} 


charge absolutely. He said the 
complainaut hit him first. He 
never assaulted the complainant. 
_ The second defendant said he 
went to separate the complainant 
and the first defendant. 

The first defendant said it was 
hé who blew the whistle. 

‘The European Sergeant said 
that when he got to tue scene he 
saw the Chinese constable hold- 
ing his whistle in his month. 
The constable could not blow: 
more than one blast. . 

The: Magistrate,.Mr. Lindsell, 
said that the second defendant 
did not seem to have taken a pro- 
minent part and discharged him. 

The hearing was adjourned 
until to-morrow for further evi- 
dence, the defendant being allow- 
ed bail of $250.

Dr. Wang: Chung-hui’s 
; Declaration. 


The views cabled from Van- 


, couver last month of Dr. Wang 


Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of China, evoked consider- 
able discussion. We therefore 
reproduce a fuller account of Dr. 
Wang's statement. . 

Dr. Wang Chung-hui, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court: of 
Ching, ono of ton delegates select- 
ed to work on the revision of the 
Covenant of the League of 
Nations, reached Vanconver on 
the Empress of Asia on his way 
toGeneva.. That port being the 
gateway to Canada, Dr. Wang on 
arrival gave out for publication a 
carefully prepared and out. 
spoken statement on. China's 
ambitions in relation to 
world affairs. Briefly he show- 
ed how China. was laying 
her cards on the table, Ho spoke 
of three enemies, one of which 
he declared to ba the Anglo. 
Japanese Alliance, said he look- 
ed to Canada and other Domin- 
ions to voice their opposition to 
this Alliance, and asserted that 
in its renewal lay the danger of 
a new world war. Accompanying 
Dr. Wang is ‘the well-known 
North, China journalist, Mr. 
Bertram Lennox Simpson (Put- 
nam Weale). 

Dr. Wang said : 


“YT, myself, as advisor in the 
political section of the President's 
office, propose to stay at loast a 
month in Canada and the United 
States in order to Jearn the 
official attitude regarding issues 
hereafter to be discussed before 
proceeding to London. . Our joint 
purpose is to deal in our separate 
spheres with matters hereinafter 
enumerated. . 

ART. 21. OF THE. COVENANT. 

China at the present moment 
has three dread enemies, It in 
necessary at once to ‘note that 
not. one of these is Japan. 
The firat enemy is article 21 of 
the Covenant of the League, 
which lays down the untenable 
doctrine of - so-called ‘regional 
understandings, which is not 
only a direct challenge to China’s 
integrity because of its inter- 
pretation, but ‘which is .destruc- 
tive of the League itself, since it 
permits all: member powers to 
form private groups to exploit 
in their own interests the terri- 
tories and waters of neighbouring 
member powers. China is deter- 
mind to have this article amend- 
ed. Sho looks particularly to the 
British dominions for support. 
She believes that the dominion 
countries will not tolerate the 
Pacific Ocean being broken up by 
private agreements into sphere 
of closed seas, in which mischie 
can be hatched. :

It is a noteworthy phenomenon, 
from tho point of international 


friendship between Japan and | 


China, that the number of Japan- 
ese visiting China is annually 


‘}inereasing,” says the Tokyo Asahi, 


in an editorial, commenting on 
the gratifying signs of Japanese 
taking the “ people-to-people re- 
lations” between the two 
countries in real earnest. The 
comment further says :-~ 


“Especially is it romarkable 


that a majority of those visitors |. 


to China are those interested in 
art and literature. Up to now, 
Japanese going to China havo 
generally been confined — to 


military officers, politicians or |. 


businessmen, and others did not 
pay much attention to China, 
But of late the number of artiste 
or literary folk who, desiring to 
make personal study of Chinese 
art or literature and como into: 
direct touch with China herself 
has steadily increased. This 
should bo regarded as quite pro- 
gressive for Japan. 

“Tt is true that the Sino- 
Japanese relations have been 
subjected of late years to frequent 
friction. There may be: many 
causes for this fact, but certainly 
military officers, politicians ‘or 
businessmen must share tho re- 
‘sponsibility. In China, either 
tho Government or the people 
themselves have been suffering 
from the irresponsible actions of 
the military clique, and our 
military officers, unfortunately, 
have had many occasions to deat 


has been considered an object of 
popular hatred. 

“During the great war, our 
military authorities, out of neces- 
sity of taking co-operative action 
with the military authorities in 
Peking, effected many provisions. 
Tho Terauchi Cabinet, by virtue 
of its acting as a medium for 
bringing in China to the Allies’ 
side, had to support the Govern- 
ment Authorities in Peking with 
money.. The measures adopted 
at that time were considered 
necessary under the prevailing

DISPUTES NOT UNLIKELY. 

“Since Japan and China stand 
separate as independent nations, 
each pursuing its respective line 
of development, it will be 
supremely. difficult to maintain 
peaceful relations. all the time. 
The two might not go so far-as to 
resort to arms, but it would bo 
unavoidable to have some pro- 
blems arising one after another to 
be dealt with through diplomats.

THE ELECTIONS IN IRELAND. 


Rarely can a Parkiamemary Election have been held 
under stranger conditions than those prevailing in Lreland, 
where polling is proceeding in pursuance of the Government 
of Ireland (Home Rule) Act. For generations Lrishmen 
have been agitating for self-government, and now that. it 
has been accorded them in a measure more liberal than that 
by which Gladstone secured the Nationalist vote, they 
decline the profiered gift. They’ are participating in the 
Election, but participating, apparently, for the express 
wurpose of rendering Irish self-government a nullity, The 
intention of Mr. De Yalera’s followers is to imitate the 
course of action they have adopted in relation to the 
Imperial Parliament—-that is to say, ‘to hold the constitu- 
encies while refusing to perform the legislative function, 
thereby bringing the Act, with the Parliaments which it 
creates, to the ground. In such an antagonistic mood 1s 
Sinn Fein that it. has induced Mr. Devlin, on behalf of the 
Nationalist: Party or the remnant of it, to combine in this 
provedure. Non-Co-vperation does not here proceed upon 
the principle of abstention simple, but of abstention’ plus 
exclusion. ‘Thug do Mr. De Valera and his companious out- 
Gandhi the Indian irreconcilable. 

Such is.a simple outline of the position, but. it would 
not help to write the Sinn Fein procedure down as a mere 
dog-in-the-manger device, especially as the Unionists in the 
South of Ireland, viewing matters from an opposite angle, 
have refrained in many cases: from running candidates. 
To judge whether Sinn Fein’s attitude is actualed by a 
well-grounded motive or by irrational dissatisfaction, the 
reader may be reminded of the heads. of the measure upou 
which the pending Elections are based. The Act sets up a 
bicameral Parliament for 26 counties referred to as 


Southern: Ireland and another for six Ulster counties 


denotninated Northern Ireland, each with complete local 


‘autonomy. in its own territory, and with power at any time 


to merge themselves into a single Irish legislature. A 
Council, constituted from the two Senates. is to act asa 
link during'the interim, and the Irish membership in the 
Imperial Honse of Commons is fixed at 46 members. The 
matters reserved to the Imperial Parliament are armed 
forces, fisca] policy, and foreign relations. 

With these exceptions Ireland is given complete 
autonomy, and if it be said that these exceptions mark an 
important distinction from what has come to be called 
Dominion Government, it has to be remembered that. to a 
large extent they belong to the nature of the case, apart 
from the temper of Sinn Fein. Australia, Canada, and 
South Africa, situated thousand of miles from the Mother 
Country, have armed forces of their own from necessity. 
In regard to foreign relations they have. no separate 
diplomatic representative. Canadas coritemplated Em- 
bassy at Washington may be justified by geographical 
conditions; were Canada: situated in the Irish Sea it’ is 
unlikely we should hear of such a project. The. question 
of fiscal status may allow some room for debate. {Were 
these obstacles surmounted, the trouble would be far from 
settled, for Sinn Fein demdnds a Republic and nothing 
Jess, which means severance. How this can be granted 
consistently with the-safety of the Empire, we do not see. 
Supporters of the Irish Republic say that absolute. in- 


- dependence would produce a tranquil Ireland, which is a 


very large assumption indeed. The potential menace 
would be there. Meanwhile, as to-day’s lurid ‘messages 
show, the tragedy proceeds and, with the attitude that has 
béen adopted towards the Elections, confusion grows worse 
confounded, A little while ago hope was held out that ihe 
meoting between Sir James Craig and Mr. De Valera might 


‘open an avenue to a settlement, possibly on the basis of 


some approximation to Dominion Government. ‘The pro- 
bleiw calls more than ever for the forces of reason.

Postal Rates. 


Even though there is a dofisit 
on the working of the British 
Post Office to be made up, one 
cannot help questioning the 
wisdom of the increase in postal 
rates announced by the Post- 
master-General in the House of 
Commons two days ago. We are 
getting quite a long way from 
Rowland Hill's proved wisdom. 
Tt was certainly good policy: to 
leave untouched the postal rates 
on newspapers but other postal 
matter for foreign destinations 
wiil be hard hit. During the recent 
months of slumped trade at Homo 
there has been an increase in the 
volume of circularsand catalogues 
sent abroad by manufacturers and 
merchants & proceeding loudly 
praised by those who ate keen to 
seo Britain secure a larger volume 
of overseas trade. One cannot 
forget that our trado rivals will 
have an advantage in the tnatter 
of thia propaganda work and the 
latest ircrease in postal rates 


.| amounts to a tax on the enterprise 


of British manufacturers. It will 
even cost 3d. to send a letter to 
France while the cost of sending 
catalogues and samples will be 
almost prohibitive. It would be 
almost better to run the Post 
Office at a slight loss than to do 
anything’ that would handicap 
British - merchants ‘in their 
atruggle for trade expansion. We 
believo that an, increase in inland 
postal rates would have been a 
sounder policy than this increase 
on foreign correspondence. 


Economy at Home. 


Ever since the conclusion of 
hostilities the necessity of 
economy in administration has 
been consistently urged in the Old 
Country and it was with satis- 
faction that one read in Reutor’s 
cables yesterday that the Govern- 
ment has ordered the reduction of 
expenditure on the supply services 
for the next financial year from. 
over £600,000,000 to £490,000,000. 
On many occasions thrift in 
private life has been preached by 
government . officers, but the 
almost reckless extravagance of 
some of tho Departments has been 
the subject of justifiably eevere 
criticism. It-is encouraging to 
read that an official circular 
admits that reduction of taxation 
and the State’s indebtedness as 
rapidly as possible is required iv 
order to maintain and, stimulate 
industry andcommerceand secure 
full and regular employment, 
Britain’s load of war debt has 
been reducod to an almost 
surprising extent and Mr. 
Chamberlain had good cause tobe 
proud when he recently intro- 
duced his budget. But, there is 
an even greater effort needed 
before Britain.can improve her 
financial status sufficiently to free 
her industries from the -pregent 
burden of taxation. Only by a 
genuine attempt at national 
econoniy, by a continuous reduc- 
tion of expenditure within the 
next few’ yeurs, will the desired 
relief be found, Whilst thore is 
no cause for pessimism there is 
causc to hope for a great deal 
more than we have up to date 
been able to achieve. © 


A Libel Removed. 


The public of Hongkong has to 
thank Dr. Koch for the service 
he has rendered in eliciting the 
fact that Mrs. Neville Rolf, who 
recently stated oat. Home that 
Hongkong's birth rate was lower 
than its death rate and that she 
was ashamed of being a Britisher 
in consequence, gave figures 
which had no official origin. No- 
one: seemed to know where that 
good lady secured her informa- 
tion but the fact remains that 
she was hopelessly astray on: her 
tigures. _We have prev-ously 
published an official disclaimer 
of the statement together with 
an explanation of how it is 
that the registered deaths might 
easily exceed the . registered 
births. After what was said at 
the Sanitary Board meeting the’ 
people of this Colony can breathe 
a little more freely and Britishers 
can rid their minds of a fear that 
Hongkong should cause them 
shame, When Dr. Koch forwards 
his statement Home, as he pro- 
mised to do, we trust that there 
will be as much publicity given to 
the disclaimer as there was to 
the assertion. Hongkong has 
figured a little too prominently 
of late as the home of all that is 
bad and we desire to emphasise a 
point we formerly made that it is 
a pity that those who are 
so zealous in finding fault should 
not be a little more just and tell 
of .some of the good that we do.

Recent'y an R. L. Stevenson 
peom was rerorted to have 
turned up, of all places, in South 
Africa. The Presbytertin Mes- 
senger there printed it as. never 
before published, and said that it 
obtained it under circumstances 
which seemed toestablish a con- 
vincing pedigree. During the 
war the Rev. M. Paterson, of 
King William's Town, was serv- 
ing as captain in a ‘Highland 
regitnont, and was shown the 
verses in manuscript by.-a 
comrade, who said he had obtain- 
ed them fram an uncle, 8 solicitor 
in the North of Scotland. The 
Jatter, itscems, had been a college 
companion of Stevenson's, and 
when a common triend of theirs 
passed away the novelist sent 
him these lines, which the 
recipient had never seen in print. 

The “discovery” gave rise 
to considerable correspondence, 
when it was detected that. with 
slight variations, the piece 
appears in the Stevenson- Osborne 
collection.

SUMMARY COURT. 
- Interesting Legal Point. 


An interesting case came be- 
fore Mr. Justice Wood in. the 
Summary Court, yesterday after- 
noon, when Tam Hin-fong claim- 
ed from Au Yeong-woo tha sum 
of $628.65, boing. $460 principal 
and $168.65 interest due in respect 
of a promissery note made and 
given by. the defendant, 
Yeong-woo, in favour of Loo Hon- 
wah, dated Jan. 19th, 1918, the 
note boing endorsed and transferr- 
ed to plaintiff, Tam Hin-fong, on 
May 2nd,1918. Mr. Vaux appear- 


ed for plaintiff and Mr. W. Be ~~ 


Hind represented defendant. 


In the body of the note the date 
whon thodocumont wae executed 
was given as Jan. 19th, 1918, but 
at the top of. tho note it was 
atamped by the Stamp Office, May 
28th, 1918, and the defence con- 
tended that as the note was 
stamped after execution it was 
invalid. ‘ x 

Mr. Vaux argued that printed 
forms issued by Revenue officers 
were stamped by them, and under 
the Stanip Duty Ordinance it was 
not legal for an officer to stamp a 
document after execution, He, 
therefore, submitted that, there 
was a stamp on the note when it 
was made. Tho money was loaned 
in January and, as it was not 
repaid, ‘the document was signed 
after it was stamped. It was dated 


loaned in January. He was not 
calling any witnesses because as 
no Govenment official could bave 
stamped the note after execution, 
‘the document must have been 
stamped before. 

Plaintiff was examined by his 
Lordship, but gave’ no evidence 
on the point at issue. .
